THE CONaAESS. 

The revision of tho San Stefano 
Treaty slowly on at Berlin. All 
idea of war Reema to liuvo been ban- 
ialiotl from men's mintlH, and even the 
EusHiiins bave settled ilo\yn to the con- 
clusion tliat they will havo to make 
tlie best of a bail bargain. The prepar- 
ations of Austria seem to denote that 
she is about to receive territorial com- 
pensation for the nc(iuisition of Bess- 
arabia by Russia, and of Dobrudscba by 
Eounian"in. The Danube is declared to 
be a fre(> riser, except in time of war, 
when the strongest power laay close it 
to connnorce. Bessarabia is the most 
fertile province of Southern Russia, 
and its loss to Roumauia is not com- 
pensated by tlio acquisition of swampy 
Dobrudschii. Bosnia and Herzegovina, 
(including Croatia) contain about one 
million inliabitauts. The surface 
of the country is mountainous, 
and wheat and maize are only 
grown in sufficient quantity for 
homo consumption; but cattle, sheoj) 
and fruits of all kiutls are raised in 
abundance for export. Gold, lead and 
iron mines e.xist and were worked by 
the Ronnvns; but gold mining has been 
interdicted by tho Turks for centuries. 
Tho impbrtanco to Austria of tliese 
provinces lies in the fact that her sea 
front on the Adriatic will be rounded 
oil" and one or two good ports obtained. 
It is hinted that the little yellow .spot 
on the nuip lying .south of llerj^egovina 
and known as Montenegro, will be 
included in the territory ceded to Aus- 
tria. All lovers of free government 
will ri'joii.'c to know that thes(! provinces 
are about to jiass into the liands of a 
constitutional power; and all lovers of 
peace will be pleased to hear that the 
prospects of a general European war 
are remote — thanks to the sturdy at- 
titude of C)rt;at Britain. The Asian 
boundary would appear to be the only 
question' tliat is lik.'ly to present any 
dillioulty, and that will jirobably be 
settled by mutual conce.ssion .s. 

A Ca>rd £rom tho CFoTernmont iUiiilns 
En^oor nespoctins Oertain 
Statements. 



Editor Colonist; — My attention 
has been called to a telegram from Vic- 
toria by which I am informed that Jlr. 
Riotto had written to C. C. Lane con- 
demning this country and calling tiie 
quartz mines a gigantic fraud. At the 
time Mr. Riotte wrote to Lane he had 
not soon a mine in Cariboo. The letter 
was written to injure me and the B. C. 
M. «fc M. Co. Mr. Riotto told the peo- 
ple that lie came hero to bury Cicsar 
and not to praise him; and that Lane 
told liini to bury him (meaning Har- 
])er.) But tluy nnuhr a mistake. I 
came here not a stranger. ]\[y past 
record will prove me worthy tho olHco 
I liold. I will stand or fall by the re- 
port I made of the mines, whicli rejiort 
was "jniblisheil in your Journal. Mr. 
Riotto confesses ho wrote the letter 
to gain the Oovernment position, think- 
ing he could thereby win the ])ublic 
confidence. But the niiiu'rs here who 
have worked in ipiartz in California 
and Nova Scotia cannot bo hoodwinked 
by Mr. Riotte. 

I was surprised at one remark of 
Mr. K He said a ledge must be rich 
on the surface — if not, it is no use to 
work it. I^Iany of your readers re- 
member at Grass A''ulley a gentleman 
who took the life of his wife and four 
children and then took his own life, 
fearing they would come to want as lie 
had .spent all his money prospecting 
his mine. Subsequent event.s proved 
that if the unfortunate man liad lived 
to sink the shaft twenty feet dee|)er 
he would liave been a millionaire. Mr. 
Alvinza Hayward'a.case is well known 
to your readers as well as many others 
' I might call your attention to. INIr. 
Riotte condemned the Bonanza lode. 
He said there are only seven and a-half 
feet of the lode that will ])ay to wort^, 
and that the assay value is only ^25 
))er ton. Admitting that the Cariboo 
claim at the dojith of only one hundred 
feet has seven and a-half feet of milling 
ore of $25 per ton, it is, in my opinion, 
a good prospect. Mr. Riotte ha.s con- 
fessed he did wrong and now tak('s 
back what he said against tin,' mineH. I 
know there are some in the country 
who would like to see the mines fail; 
but their destruction does not lie with- 
in the power of such men. There will 
be rich quartz mines worked here when 
those who wish the country evil, as 
well as myself, are Klee])ing under tho 
sod. If our quartz mills §1;'3 per ton 
it is all we can expect from surface ore, 
and the deeper we go t^e richer ore we 
may expoct.to obtain. The time will 
come when the right will be heard, and 
the country vrM see for itself the rich- 
ness of its mines.

EUROPE. 

Biati.iN, July I. — Congress .sat three 
boura to-day, being chiefly occupied 
with the functions of the navigation of 
the Danube and indemnity. The chief 
points m regard to the former were ar- 
ranged by providing for the free navi- 
gation instead of the neutrality 
of the Danube, thus throwing it 
open Lo the et)iinnerce of all nations. 
It a[)pcar.s that neither Batoum nor the 
Greek question was touched. Fears are 
expressed that the difficulties concern- 
ing the former may cause a prolonga- 
tion of the congress. 

London, July 4. — Heniy never saw 
a lo\ clier day nor more brilliant as.sein- 
blage. The meadows on both sidiis of 
the course w(!re filled with people whije 
the river swarmed "with craft. The 
race for the diamond sculls between 
Geo. W. Lee of tho Fulton club of 
Newark, N. J., and E. Moss, the ])rcs- 
ent holder of the i)rize, was the first in 
which tho Aniericans wore interested. 
Both men started well, eacli hugging 
the shore on his own aide. Lee, who had 
tlie inside tr.ick, soon took a slight lead 
wliich ho gradually increased, steering well 
fof throc-ciuartors of a mile. Leo had tho 
best of it when ifuddenly, when within 20 
feet from the linish, ho stopped still half 
a lentgh aliead, and a£ tlie snmo time liis 
right oar struck shore. Ho thought ho 
had piisaod tho winning post and would 
not believe at first that he had not won 
tho race. Moss continuing his course won 
by less than a quarter of a length. The 
next event was tho first trial heat f<n- the 
Stewards' cliallengc cup. The Columbia 
College crew took the inside positicju; the 
Dublin University boat was in tlie middle, 
and the Showaocamottes on tho other side 
of tho river. The boats got off at 1.30 p. 
m. , the Showaccamettes misundci-atoiid 
the starting signal and got off badly wliilo 
the Dublina made a tine start and soon 
led both the American boats by two 
lengths. Columbia rowed in grand form 
overtaking Dublin hand over Inuid and aa 
they rounded tho ^oint tho Dublin steered 
in shore ci-ashing into tho Columbia just 
as the latter w.as beginning to head the 
Jrish crew. The two boats disentangled 
themselves and when they did so Colum- 
bia was leading Dublin. Before tliis tho 
Showaccamettes liad taken a decided lead, 
having made up what they lost at first by 
uniform stroke of 4G from the stost. At 
tho time of tho foul which occurred at tho 
end I if a mile they were a length and a 
quarter ahead. Showaccamettua raised 
their stroke to 48 to afford the spcctatorB 
an cxliibition of their powers and passed 
tho line many lengths ahead in tho unus- 
ual time of 8 minutes and 4 seconds. Tho 
event of tlie day turned out to bo the sec- 
ond lii5at for the Visitor's challenge cup. 
For this the University College crew of 
Oxford had tho inside position^ the Co- 
lumbia crew second and tho Jesus College 
crew of Cambridge outside. The crcwa 
got oil' in fine stylo, Columbia in tlie cen- 
tre making it the best of all, leading a 
little at the ([uarter mile. Columbia kept 
forging ahead steering a beautiful courae. 
This advantage Columbia continued to 
incre;vso until at three-quarters of a mile 
they wore soon to shoot over to the Berks 
shore taking the University rater without 
trouble. The University crew'was out of 
the race, but the Jesus College men now 
spurted magnificently. The last quarter 
tif a mile was intensely exciting, tho 
frieiuls of bcjtb crows urging them on. In 
spite of the Cambridge crew's splendid 
rowing, this crow being composed of four 
of the last University race, tho Columbia 
passed the post two lengths ahead in 8 
minutes and 15 seconds witli the Oxford 
boat a bad third. 

London, July 5 — The Showacamettca 
were beaten completely in tho final boat 
for tho Steward's challenge cup. One of 
the crew was taken sick this morning and 
broke down in tho boat while" the boat 
was being rowed, and tho Showacameltcs 
st<.ipped. 

London, July 5—\Yilson, Liberal, has 
been elected mombor of tho House of 
Commons for Middloaborough by a ma- 
jority of 2892. 

Lonuon, July 5—3 p.m. — Tho final con- 
test for the Visitor's Clxallongo Cup in 
which tho Cidumbia OoUogo crew of New 
York and tlio Hartford College crew of 
Oxfoixl University participated, took place 
to-day and was won by Now York by half 
a mile. The boat of the Oxford crew ran 
into" tho river bank. Columbia got off 
first and aoon liad the lead by a length, 
which tlioy kept t(v. Poplar Point, where 
thoy took Hartford's water. The Hart- 
ford crow made a spurt, but their bow 
oarsman broke dowh from exliauation and 
the boat ran ashore, and Columbias wim. 
Time of heat, 8 min. 41 sec. 

Nkw York, July 5. — Studoiitsand grad- 
uates of Columbia College moot this even- 
ing to arrange a grand reception ior the 
victorious crow at Honly upon their return 
homo. CoHgratulatoiy dispatches havo 
been already sent to the crows. 

Nnw YoKic, July 5. — Dispatch from 
Henly says at final heat for Stewar'ds 
cliallengo cup between Showacaniettos 
and tho famous, London rowing club, 
tliat both crews wore in excellent condit- 
ion apparently and dashed off in brilliant 
style.

Lonuon, July 5. — At Thursday's .sitting 
of the CongreaH it was settled that inoiiks 
of all nationalities inhabiting Mt. Atlms 
should have equal privilogos. Tho only 
reservation as to tho Daniibo is that Kiia- 
sia whilst acknowledging entire freedom 
of navigation of that river in time of iioace 
does not admit such freedom in time of 
war. Tho suporvisiuii of tho existing 
commiasion is to ho niaintaiiied with its 
juriadiction extending to Galatz. In tho 
discussion as to the division of tho Sand- 
jak of Sophia Russia admitted that the 
Ichtcnian Pass, with a strong line of do- 
fencea, should 1)0 assigned to Huuuielia; 
but the discussion of tho English demand 
that iloumelia should receive 5 of the 7 
districts, into which tho Sandjak of So- 
phia should be divided, became so warm 
that ropreaentativos of France, Italy and 
Germany intervenod with a coniiiromise 
which contemplates nearly all ecpial divi- 
sions between Iloumelia and Bulgaria. As, 
however, tho retention of tho Ichternan 
line of Roumolia is tho principal aim of 
England tho ipiestion will probably cause 
no further ditliculty.

EUROPE. 

Bkulin, July 2. — With yesterday's 
session of the congress the problems 
presented by the reorganization of Tur- 
key in Europe havo been solved, with 
tho difficult exception of the border 
provinces of Greece. One schomo of 
.settlement proposed is to otrer Greece 
the same right of su])ervision and con- 
trol over West Rouinelia that sli(> has 
over The.s.saly, INIaeedonia and I'.pirus, 
as Austria will lie interested within 
Bosnia and Herzegovina and possibly 
in northern Albania. By thus extend- 
ing the influence of neighboring states 
over adjacent provinces, the congress 
might remove a cause of future war 

ATiiKNSj.Iuly 2. — The Gr(^ek ininislry 
resigned in consctiucnec of an objection 
by the Premier to some promotions 
made by the ministry of war. Iviug 
George has not yet accepted the re- 
signation. 

RoMK, July 2.^ — The ininisleriaLjrgan, 
C'ireltn, emphatically denies that Italy 
intends to seek compensation in Albania 
for Austrian occupation of Bosnia and 
Herzegovina. 

Paris, July 2. — Slight rioting has 
been going on at Marseilles for some 
days past, in consecpience of tlio recent 
attempt of ultraniontanes to gi.-t up a 
political demonstration by decoration of 
tho statue of a former bisho]).

Superintendent Bowden arrived in 
towni yester'la}- morning on board the 
schooner Anna Beck with a prisioner 
named Jacob in custody,, arrested for tho 
murder of a Barclay Sound Indian last 
month. He also brought down an Indian 
named Toby, in custody for the murder 
of an Lidian woman in that vicinity in 
February 1877. The Suporintendont 
gives us tho following narrative of tho 
voj'ago and arrest of tho prisonera. Ho 
states that at tho entrance of Alberni 
Canal Mr. Laughtun who has a post at 
Dodger's Covo informed me that 
there was a probability of the Indian 
Jacob being there; on my ai-rival at Mr. 
Logan's trading post there I heard that ho 
(Jacob) was there two days previous, and 
he w:us supposed to be at this time .at Oo- 
mooah, at the West end of tho Sound, at 
a distance of about 11 miles. Shortly af- 
ter my arrival a friend and relative of 
Jacob's, named Charley, well known to 
the traders down hero came in with his 
c.anoo, and I determined to watch his 
movemonta. On his disccjvering that 1 
was here, (he knowing me) having eleven 
men in tho canoo besides himself, he 
madu*all haste to get away, and before 1 
could procure a canoo he had a full three 
quaiters of an hours' start, I procured a 
full manned canoe as quick as I possibly 
could and gave chase, it blowing fresh and 
a nasty sea on, but succeeded in coming 
up to him close to an Indian village 
named Eipiis, when 1 ordered him and a 
friend of his who I learned was on tho 
same friendly terms with Jacob to come 
out of his canoo on board of me which 
they did. After considerable talking 
with tho Indians in Charley's canoe, who 
showed no signs to resist, but told me 
that Jacid) was still at Onuitiah, anti that 
if 1 would allow them tcj gn ahe:ul and we 
to follow and remain behind a rocky 
point out of sight, and about 25 yards 
from tho house, that in case ho should bo 
out not to show ourselves until they firod 
a gun udiich they have there. After re- 
maining a considerable time, at about 
10.30 l'..M. the gun fired, when as cpiick 
as possible made for the Ikuiso and after 
a des[ierate resistance succeeded in cap- 
turing him; his struggles were so hard 
and his being a strong, powerful man, I 
was obliged to lush him hand and foot 
with a stnuig line, in which state toiik 
him on Imaril my canoe and proceeded 
on my return to Ecoal where I landed 
him, and after relieving him of his lash- 
ings, double ironed him and left him in 
charge of Special Constablo Quinn; this 
took place about 3 o'olock next morning, 
it having taken the roniaindor of tho 
night and until tho hour named to |)ull 
back to the station. At 7 a.m. .started 
for Cai)e Beale Light-house in search of 
anotlier iiuirdoror who was known to he 
there cutting wood fcjr the keeper; on my 
arrival at Dodger's Cove I heard from Mr. 
Laughton and his Indians that he was 
there yesterday; Mr. Laughton having 
seen him, but after his departure he had 
got warning that 1 was in this neighbor- 
hood in search of him, and suddenly de- 
camped and took to tho woods, in what 
direction I have no certain knowledge. 
On Thursday nujrning, with the assis- 
tance of a party of Indians I capturad tho 
man half way between Cape Beale 
and Capo Flattery. 

Assay of Sonanaa Oro by Frofossor 
FMllips. 

The Seeretarv of tho B. C. jMining 
Board (Mr. J. Alcli. Smith) telegr.aphed 
to Mr, C. Wilson of liarkerville to send 
by express a sample of tho Bonanza rock, 
which Mr. Riottu designated " metamor- 
phic sandstone. " When tho rock arrived 
at A''iotoria a telegram was sent to Mr. 
Wilson to know whether tlio assay should 
be made for tho Company or for tho 
Board; stating that if for tlie Board the 
result would he made public. The reply 
came:- -"Have the a.ssa}' made by the 
B(iard." Tho rock was taken from tho 
dump-pile of the Cariboo Quartz Mining 
Company's mine; two samples of about 
20 lbs. solected by Messrs. D. Kurtz and 
I. B. Nason. Sample No. 1, picked ore; 
sample No. 2, barren ipiartz. The follow- 
ing is the assay by Professor Phillips:

The Indian "War. 

The latest telegrams from Walla Walla 
and Umatilla concerning the Indian out- 
break are somewhat contiicting. A dis- 
patch from tho latter place says that Uma- 
tilla Indians are fighting hostile Indians 
in tho Blue Mountains, 80 miles from 
there, and that the people of Heppner 
have fortified their dwellings. Soldiers 
loft Walla Walla for the battlefield on 
Tuesday night. A second dispatch from 
Walla Walla says the citizens of Pendle- 
ton have joined the Umatillas in a fight 
against the Snakes; that there is groat ox- 
citoment throughout the country and that 
tho town (Walla Walla) is patroled and 
guarded at night. A third telegram says 
there is a battle goin^ on at Camas Prairie 
and a number of Indians and whites have 
been killed. Sheoi) borders and stock 
raisers have fied the mountains and the 
women and children have loft for Walla 
Walla. The very latest news, however, 
states that the stago that loft Pendleton at 
six o'clock on Wednesday evening brought 
intelligencu from tho courier at that 
point, who reports that the Umatillas had 
been defeated and were falling back tow- 
ard tho reservation, the Baunacks being 
in pursuit. This courier reports tho num- 
ber of Banii.ack warriors at COO, and tho 
entire number of hostilos, including men, 
women and children, to be 2,000. Thoy 
are \vell armed, and tho warriors mounted 
on line American horses, most of which 
were captured in tho rocont raid through 
tho .John Day country. On receipt of the 
news the stage station at Cay use was 
abandoned, the stock and vehicles being 
removed to a leas dangerous locality. All 
tho country for miles around the vicinity 
of Pendleton is being dosei'tod. Tho set- 
tlers and thoir families are Uooing to the 
towns for protection. The roads leading 
to Weston and other points in that vicini- 
ty are lined with the panic-stricken 
settlers. At Walliila and Celilo there is 
great excitement and there isiiodi ubt the 
hostile Tndiaiis intend to cross the Colum- 
bia rive& Tho military are active under 
General Wheaton and Col. Conioyer, but 
are altogether insufHeiont in number. 
Volunteer companies have been formed at 
various places.

[From tho Sydney Edio, April 27.] 
A scene of unusual excitement oc- 
currod in the Legislative Assembly 
about half-past 1 o'clock this morning, 
wliich for coarse violoncc is witiiout a 
parallol in tho history of our "repre- 
sentative" Chamber. Tiio (lobato yes- 
terday was upon Mr. Gray'.s motion 
for the construction of a railway to II- 
lav/arra, and from tho outset Mr. Mc- 
Elhon'e characterized the proposal as a 
" Bwindlo." 

Mr. jMciClliono called attention to 
the way in which this motion was at- 
tempted to bo passed that night. Mr. 
Lynch, who wa.s opposed to this mo- 
tion, was paired off with Mr. J ohn- 
stono, who was also opposed to it Tho 
conduct of Mr. Gray, the hon. member 
in chaigo of this motion, in making 
this disre]iutablo pair was enough to 
turn every honest man in tliat House 
from supporting a motion that was at- 
tempted to bo carried in such a way. 

Jlr. Gray -said Sir. Lynch had made 
tho ]mir with a full knowledge of what 
ho was doing, and he was as well able 
to take euro of liim.self as the hon. 
member for the Upper Hunter. Ho 
had never been compelled to stand 
there in tho light of day and confess 
that he had told a lie to put one Gov- 
ennnent out aiul gtit anotlier Govern- 
ment in. 

]\Ir. McElhonc — T would tlo the same 
again to-morrow. (Considerable inter- 
ruption hero ensued, and an altereatiou 
took place between Mr. Terry and Mr. 
McElhone, in the course of which Mr. 
Terry was understood to say — ' ' Mr. 
McElhone, what you say is a lie.") 

Mr. McElhonc — -You arc a liar, niui 
if you will come outside I will punch 
your head. (Mr. McElhone advanced 
towards Mr. Terry in a threatening at- 
titude. Cries of "Order," "Chair.") 

Mr Terry — I do not want to have 
anything to do with you. (Renewed 
cries of " Order.") 

Mr. McElhonc — He has called me 
a liar; I will punch his iiead again. 

Mr. Driver — The lion, member is 
clearly out of order. He ought not 
only to witlulraw tho expression, but 
he ought to apologize to the Committee 

Mr. ilcEl]ihone — I will not apolo- 
gize or withdraw. If he comes outside 
I will punch lii.s head. 

Mr. Ciray — I am Horiy that such a 
scene sliould have occurred. We have 
had many scenes of disorder in this 
House before, but we never had such 
a scene as this before the hon. mem- 
ber for tho upper House graced this 
Chamber. 

Mr. jrcElhone — If you tell me 
^tlint again I will knock your head oil" 
(walking towards the hon. member in 
a threatening manner. Several hon. 
members rose to their feet, and Mr. 
Charles stepped in between Mr. McEl- 
, hone and jMr. Gray, and laid his bond 
on that hon. member's shoulder. Mr. 
McElhone rouglily dashed it away.) 

Several hon. members — •" Order, or- 
der." 

Mr. Driver — Will tho hon. member 

take his seat 1 

M. McElhone to Mr. Gray and 
Mr. Charles — Come outside both of 
you, and I will punch your heads. 

Mr. Fitzpatrick — This is intolerable, 
and must be stopped. I call attention 
to the presence of strangers in the 
Chamber. 

Sir Henry Parkes and others — " Do 
not do that." 

Mr. Macintosh — This must not con- 
tinue. There will be murder done. 

Mr. Shepherd rose to a point of or- 
der, but was met with cries of "Chair," 
"The hon. member for lUawarra is in 
possession of the chair." 

Mr. McElhone continued to threaten 
Mr. Gray and Mr. Charle.-?, saying, 
"Come outside, and I wall show you." 
"I will puneii your head, you and 
your hrothcr-in-law." (The hon. mem- 
ber walked to the door of the ante- 
chamber, inviting tlie two hon. mem- 
bers to follow him and fight) 

Mr. Shepherd — I wish to state 

(Cries of "Chair," "Let him apolo- 
gise.") 

i\Ir. McElhone — I will apologize at 
once, Mr. Driver 

Sir John Robertson — " Oh, oh." 

IMr. McElhone — Then I will not 
apologize. If > the , two. inemberB vrill 
come outside, I will tlirasli the' pair o£ 
them. 



Mr.. Fitzpatrick again called atten- 
tion to the presence of stranger.s. 

Sir Henry Parkes hojied the hon. 
member would not take that course. 
Why sliould the outrage bo known, 
and what they did to vindicate them- 
selves not bo knov,-uf 

Mr. Fitzpatrick — ^Because wo take 
no steps to ^-indicate ourselves. 

The galleries were here cleared, and 
tho reporters had to leave. 

.iVfter tho reporters wore excluded tho 
Comiuittee proceeded to di.scu.ss what 
notice should be tjikcn of the breach of 
order which had been committed, Mr. 
McElhone having first been ordered to 
withdraw. It was eventually decided, 
on the motion of .Sir .lohii Kobert.son, 
that the Chairman .sliouhl leave the 
chair, and report to Mr. Speaker the 
fact that tho hon. member for the Up[)er 
House crossed the chamber in a threat- 
ening manner, with clenched fists, and 
assailed tho hon. member for Tllawarra. 
The H0U.S0 having resumed, Mr. Driver 
roporttid accordingly. Mr. Speaker 
ordered tho .Sergeant-at-arms to summon 
iMr. McElhone, who thereupon entered 
the chamber and took his scat. INIr. 
Speaker repeated to Mr. McElhone the 
report of the Committee, and called up- 
on him for an explanation. Mr. iMc- 
Ellione then, it apjiear.s, saiil it was true 
that he had crossed t]u\ cliaiiiber U> tlie 
hon. member for lUawurra, but deiiioil 
that he had. done so in a threatening 
manner, or with raised fists. He pro- 
ciHxled to explain the occurrence a,s it 
took pluce, alleging that ho had rcci'ived 
great jirovocatioii. He tlitl not know- 
that it was in the powiu' of the Speaker 
or the House to compel him to make 
any apology; but he was willing as a 
man and as a member of that House, 
hot as a matter of right, to make an 
apology duo to the Houso for the con- 
duct of which he had been guilty. He 
admitted that he had been fre(iiii'iilly 
guilty of disorderly conduct in the 
House. After making this explanation 
the Speaker told Mr. McElhone that he 
must withdraw, and tlie hon. member 
having done so, tho House proceeded 
to consider what .stejis sliould be taken 
in tho matter. Sir John Robertson 
moved a resolution to tho ell'ect that, in 
tho opinion of this House, the member 
for tho Upper Hunter is guilty of con- 
tempt in crossing the chamber, and, in 
a threatening manner with clenched 
fists, assailing the hon. member for 
Illawarrn. i\Ir. Slu'iihcnl denied that 
the hon. member for the Upper Hunter 
cro.s.sed the chamber with clenched listH, 
and therefore part of the resolution was 
not correct. 

After the lapse of nearly .an hoUr and a 
half the reporters wore admitted. The 
House was tiion discussing what action 
should be taken. Tho Houso agreed to 
the resolution that tho hon. member was 
guilty of contempt. Mr. McElhonc was 
induced, with considerable difliculty, to 
admit tho right of the Houso to demand 
a humble apology; but felt no difliculty in 
ajiologizing as a man and a member for 
what ho had done. Ho deiiied that ho 
had clenched his fists. The apology being 
deemed satisfactory, the hon. member was 
released from his contenijit. A motion 
mado by Mr. Windoyer, '"I'hat tho Chair- 
man leave tho chair," was carried by a 
majority of one, and tho resolutions for 
tho lUawarra Ilailway'were in that way 
defeated.

An Ohio School-Marm Ohargoil "Witli 
Trying to Poison a 'WTiolo ramily. 



(From the Cleveland Herald.] 

Miss Etta Smith, the school teacher 
of Fremont, who has been arrested for 
attempting to poison the entire family 
of City Clerk W. W. Stinewith strych- 
nine inclosed or scattered in cigars, 
oranges, figs, tea, coflee and meat, Kays 
she is innocent. On Friday lust, when 
Mr. Stinc was out of town, his wife re- 
ceived a basket containing oranges, figs, 
tea, coffee, meat, etc., with the explana- 
tion tliat Mr. Stine had ordered it be- 
fore his departure. Mrs. Stine's 
first suspicions were aroused by the 
complaints of her children that the 
fruit was bitter. Fearing all was not 
right, she sent tho articles contained in 
the basket, with the exception of the 
sugar and coffee, to a doctor, who u])on 
examination found that every article 
contained strychnine enough to have 
been fatal to the entire family. Tlie 
sugar and coffee which Mrs. Stine did 
not send to tho physician with the 
other articles were, before lier susjii- 
cions were confirmed, thrown into the 
slops and given to the hog, causing its 
death within a very short time. It 
was discovered on investigation that 
Miss Smith had bought stiychninc at 
three different drug stores; had charged 
the fruit by inserting the drug with a 
needle at the stem, niul the [u-ovis- 
ions in a more bungling mimner. She 
gave the basket to the janitor of the 
High School building and told liim to 
carry it to Mrs. Stine with the state- 
ment above given, which he did. 

This was the charge on wliich Miss 
Smith was arrested, but since the dis- 
covery Mr. Stine recalls other uiciilents. 
A year ago last Christmas ho was given 
a handsome cigar-case filled with cigars. 
He bit the end off one and lit it but 
was obliged to throw it away from its 
extreme bitterness. The eflect was the 
same in all. Tho cigars wore unwrap- 
ped, and between the leaves was a white 
powder. Mr. Stine then supposed that 
a joke was being played upon him, and 
thought that the powder was quinine. 

Another peculiar case occurred in Feb- 
ruary last Mr. Stine's son Willo, a 
boy of ten years, goes to nn adjoining 
room to that of Miss Smith. . One day 
ho was brought home in .spasms, and 
convulsions, characteristic of strychnine 
poisoning. He was asked if he had 
eaten anything, and said "IsTo, notliing 
but a piece of orange Miss Smith gave 
mo, but it was so bitter I could not eat 
it" As to the last attempts for which 
Miss Smith is now under lock and key, 
the first fruits were oranges, figs? and 
candies. These were sent to Mr. Stine 
on Tuesday, and left on the door- 
step, -with a note; attached .w^hich has 
the following histbryf Early last wesk 
Miss Fannie Winters, a pupil in the 



public schools, was invited by ^[iss 
Smith to write to her fetation as fol- 
lows: "These goods should have been 
delivered Wednesday. Wo forgot 
them." The note was written, and 
Miss Smith took it and said, "Write 
it again in a bolder hand." Tho next 
day a dozen lemons and a dollar's worth 
of sugar were purchased at a grocery 
store ]ou iliss Smitli's account by a little 
child who was instructed to take them 
to the school-room. These goods wore 
delivered at ^Ir.s. Stine's door with tho 
following note: "Will .see you at dinner 
or at tea; buisnesa this a. m." On Fri- 
day a basket containing a four-and-a- 
iialf pound roast of veal wt.s purchased 
at Bowman's butcher shop on tho samo 
account, anil was found at ilr.s. Stino's 
with the following, ill a disguised hand, 
"Will .see you at tlinner or at tea; don't 
wait businoas this a. in." 

Mr. Stine says ho has befriended Miss 
Sniith, and she has been a guest in liis 
house. Her motive is yet to be dis- 
co^•ered. 

A clergy.max in Scotland, who was 
conducting [lublic worship in tlio open 
air, had a portion of his notes carried 
ofi' by the wind. Not perceiving tho 
circumstance, ho announced that he 
would now jiroceed to tho third head or 
division of his discourse and liastily 
turned over his notes, remarking two 
or three tiine.s. "Thirdly, my friends; 
I say thirdly," on which nn old woman 
sitting by ejaculated: "^hirdly, air, is 
aw a' wi' the. wund; it's owor the kirk- 
yard wa', .sir."
